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VBT donates rights 
of way on Denton 
Road bridge

At its regular meeting on March 19, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
voted unanimously to donate 10 feet of 
right of way on each side of the Denton 
Road Bridge to help with the underground 
directional borings. 

A three-inch, high-pressure gas line will 
be added on the north side of the bridge 
and an AT&T fibreline is going in on the 
south side. This will carry those lines that 
are now on the bridge. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said they 
needed more space so the utilities could 
be farther apart as they drill directionally 
under the lake. The EGLE permit already 
is in hand. 

Ron Akers, director of municipal services, 
said the township formally submitted 
drawings of the bridge to the county earlier 
that day and the county will review them. 
He said the township designed the bridge 
and got all the permits. 

He said renderings of the bridge will be 
shared with the community when they are 
ready. 

Director Akers said no definitive timeline 
has been set for the utilities to do their 
work. AT&T said it will begin by July and 
DTE will do its drilling in late summer and 
complete by the end of the year. 

Supervisor McNamara said those involved 
from the township, city, and county have 
been meeting every two weeks to stay on 
top of things. He predicted the county’s 
review of the plans will be the shortest in 
history since they know everything about 
the plans through the meetings every two 
weeks. 

He said they are trying to get DTE nailed 
down to specifics. 

In other business at the March 19 meeting, 
the board: 

e Was informed by Clerk Leon Wright

Sumpter to seek up to 2 mills tax on August ballot for fire protection

At its regular meeting March 12, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees voted 
unanimously to ask voters to approve up 
to 2 mills of taxes for four years on the 
August ballot for fire protection. 

This would be levied on the Winter 2024 
tax bill. That amounts to $900,000 of taxes 
the first year it is levied. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan was absent and 
excused from the meeting. 

The most recent tax of | mill for fire 
protection has expired. 

Township attorney Rob Young said the 
township doesn’t have to levy the full two 
mills and needs just 1.5 mills. 

Trustee Don LaPorte, who is on medical 
leave from the fire department, said the 
department has more than 1,000 calls a 
year, with 90%-plus being medical in 
nature. He said prices are up everywhere 
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and the fire department put up curtains 
so as not to heat the fire engine bays and 
keep the heat in the office area. He said the 
department pays $400 to $600 a month for 
gas and that doesn’t even count electricity. 

Trustee LaPorte said there are labor costs 
and the department is competitive with the 
wages. “We need people who can show up 
within that 5-minute time frame,” he said. 

He said there is a lot of paperwork to the 
state of Michigan and the chief is there all 
day long. 

“We need more than the | mill we have 
now,” he said and when Young said by law 
he can’t be advocating for the millage, 
LaPorte added, “I’m not advocating for 
this.” 

Treasurer Bart Patterson said the ballot 
will ask for an increase of 2 mills, but that 
is because the original 1 mill has expired. 
He explained other aspects of the millage 
and ended with, “I am not advocating for 


it.” 

In other business at the one hour and 57 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Held a 43-minute public hearing on the 
proposed 2024-25 budget, with Financial 
Director Scott Holtz, seated at the board , 
explaining how he set up the budget and 
what’s in it. He said his concern was the 
fire millage. He said he needs to plan for 
the worst-case scenerio if it doesn’t pass 
this year. He said in polls, 69% say local 
property taxes are too high and another 
high percentage say they are unfair. There 
is a movement to eliminate property taxes 
and this is very dangerous, Holtz said. He 
asked those wanting to know more about 
the property taxes to come see him and he 
is in his office every workday; 

e Approved the promotion of Police 
Sergeant Joseph Balowski to the rank 
of lieutenant effective immediately and

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Belleville DDA 
attorney gives lesson on 
legal aspects of DDAs

Kevin Kilby, who serves as attorney for 
the Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority, gave a lesson in Development 
and the Tax Increment Financing Plan at 
the DDA’s regular meeting on March 20. 

Kilby has been Belleville DDA attorney 
for the past 10 years and he said he has 
given this presentation in the past. He said 
there are several newer members who have 
not heard it, so he was invited to do it again. 

He is with the McGraw Morris lawfirm 
in Troy and has been practicing since 2005. 
TIFs are his specialty and he only practices 
municipal law. 

It was noted the Belleville DDA currently 
gets $915,000 income through TIF. 

Kilby told of the newer reporting 
requirements that requires the DDA to 
have a site on the city’s website, if the city 
has a website. The DDA is required to post 
all contracts, minutes, list revenues, and 
other documents, and to hold informational 
meetings for stakeholders twice a year. 

Kilby said usually no one comes to 
these informational meetings, but they are 
required. 

He said if the DDA is in violation of the 
rules, it can lose its tax increment funding. 

Kilby said under the new law, the DDA 
can only spend money within the DDA 
district. 

He said DDA members with questions 
may call Assistant City Manager Steve 
Jones and Jones will assemble them and 
relay them to the attorney. Kilby said other 
DDAs had individuals calling separately 
with questions, which gets out of hand 
since he bills for each call. 

In other business at the March 20 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Gathered outside to view samples of 
two companies’ LED signs that the DDA is 
considering to replace the LED part of the 
sign at High and Main streets, which has 
failed. The person who originally installed 
the LED sign 16 years ago was present for 
the demonstration. He promised to turn off 
the failed sign on his way out of town, and 
he did. The DDA will discuss the signs at 
the next meeting and select the sign they 
prefer; 

e Voted to replace on the check signing 
list the name of Kelly McWilliams, who 
stepped down as vice chairperson, and 
replace it with Mike Gatteri. Secretary 
Denise Baker said she was called by the 
bank about official check-signers and 
learned that the names of people no longer 
on the DDA or deceased were still on the 
list;

out and had a committee studying the eight 
bidders, that it narrowed down to three and 
then selected Springshare. Suchy said the 
cost came in under $5,000, so board action 
was not required. She said the cost for both 
softwares totaled $2,500; 

e Heard Suchy report that during the last 
week of February, the electrician came 
out to replace the flagpole light, but was 
unable to remove the light casin. He plans 
to return with Dean Kikkales from Oneal 
Construction to complete the work; 

e Learned the library’s Seed Library 
will have its grand opening on April 20. 
Farmer and CSA owner Alex Ball will give 
a talk on local food and starting your own 
garden at 11 a.m. The seed collection itself 
will be available for patrons at the end of 
the event. More information on the grand 
opening will be posted; 

e Was informed Torrea Williams has been 
hired as a library monitor;

There was a great turnout for Friday’s 
Legacy 5 concert at Bethany Bible Church 
in Van Buren Township. Jacob Losen, who 
grew up in Belleville and graduated from 
BHS, is now part of the quartet-plus-one 
that travels throughout the Midwest and 
south with its music. Legacy 5 is celebrating 
its 25" season. 

The local crowd made a big fuss over 
Jacob, who was performing here for the 
first time as a permanent member of the 
group. He is minister of music at Bethany, 
his home church, and works full time at 
Ford Motor Co. 

Jacob’s father, Kevin of Van Buren 
Township, who retired from the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department, has worked 
for the city of Romulus as Human Resource 
Director for several years.

Many of the local residents who weren’t 
at the concert on Friday were in front of 
their television sets watching a two-hour 
program from Dateline NBC that retold the 
2017 murder of Egypt Covington in Van 
Buren Township and its conclusion. 

The Independent covered the investigation 
as it unfolded and reported in detail on the 
preliminary exam of the accused before 
Judge Tina Brooks Green so there was little 
new information that we saw. Michigan 
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State Police Det./Sgt. James Plummer, who 
testified at the exam, was interviewed in the 
television report along with MSP Detective 
Sean Street. 

It was great to see and hear a video of 
Egypt singing. 

The two Michigan State Police detectives 
said that the reason the VBT police didn’t 
use the “geofence” technology to find 
the cell phones of who was at the murder 
scene was because that technology wasn’t 
available when they first got the cellphone 
evidence. Also, the DNA of one of the 
accused on the Christmas lights that bound 
her wrists was unable to be completely 
processed at first. 

Technology had progressed from the 2017 
murder to the time the MSP took over in 
2022 and again processed the evidence that 
immediately led to the three arrests. 

There never was a trial. The suspect from 
Sumpter pled guilty and was set to testify 
against the other two from Ohio, so they 
pled guilty, as well. They all were sentenced 
to lengthy terms. 

According to the report, one man directed 
the other two to the other residence in the 
duplex that Egypt occupied to get some 
marijuana and they went in the wrong door.

The aerial shots of downtown Belleville 
for the Dateline NBC report were old, taken 
before the new shopping center was built 
at the bridge. Since Channel 4 recently got 
permission from the city to put its camera 
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on the tower at city hall, the television 
channel should get a lot of current city 
shots in the future. 

Some residents are concerned their privacy 
might be invaded by the high-definition 
cameras that can see all over town and the 
lake. Channel 4 said the city hall tower 
gave it better shots of the football field than 
the library roof, which it also considered 
for its camera location.

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Wigginton continues climbing tallest 
building in each state for charity 


On Sunday, March 24, Jim Wigginton, 
of Van Buren Township climbed the 
Columbia Center Tower, in Seattle, the 
tallest building in the state of Washington, 
as part of his goal to set a record for 
climbing the staircase of the tallest building 
in every state. 

That was following his March 9 climb, 
when reporters from three news stations 
in Indianapolis separately interviewed him 
as he was getting ready to climb the tallest 
building in Indiana. He told them this was 
his 15th tall building. 

He said his goal of climbing the tallest 
buildings in each state is being done to 
raise awareness and contributions for Folds 
of Honor, which provides scholarships 
to the families of fallen or disabled 
veterans and first responders, and Legacy 
Expeditions, raising money for special- 
Operation veterans dealing with service- 
related issues. He also is promoting a 
thyroid cancer foundation at the University 
of Michigan. 

In the last 17 years, Folds of Honor has 
provided over 53,000 scholarships, he said. 

Legacy Expeditions is a veteran-founded 
and run organization that organizes 
extreme expeditions in memory of fallen 
special operations veterans. 

“Our last expedition in 2023 was skydiving 
on all seven continents,” Wigginton said. 
“This resulted in four world records, 
including fastest time to jump on all seven 
continents (six days, six hours), and on six 
continents (four days, 10 hours). 

Wigginton holds the current world record 
for the fastest time to climb or descend one 
million stairs. 

He said on March 24 he did three laps 
of the 147 floors, 3,200 stairs, in less than 
one hour. 

“I didn’t see the final standings, but 
I finished first of anyone over 60, and 
probably in the middle of the 25 that 


climbed more than one lap, and ahead of 
the 500 other people that climbed just one 
lap,” he said. 

He also is earning funds for the Punya 
Thyroid Cancer Foundation, named after 
his late wife, which has supported two 
thyroid cancer doctors at the University of 
Michigan — Dr. Megan Haymart and Dr. 
Francis Worden. Their work over the last 
ten years, has been able to increase the life

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VBT, Belleville, Sumpter battle Bemis Road barn fire

Acetyline tanks exploded, sounding like 
a bomb, shortly after 4 p.m. on March 19 
as firefighters worked at putting out a barn 
fire on Bemis Road between Haggerty and 
Riggs roads in Van Buren Township. 

Fire Chief Dave MclInally said the fire 
spread to the travel trailer next to the 
30’x40’ barn and to the grass. He said three 
VBT police officers used brooms from the 
fire trucks to brush flames off the grass. 

Chief McInally said the homeowner 
was cutting with a torch in his barn and 
left to go to another building and when he 
returned the barn was on fire. 

He said Deputy Chief Andy Lenaghan 
was knocking the fire down with a hose. 
Once the water was accessed the fire was 
contained, he said. 


The dispatch call to the fire department 
was at 4:16 p.m. Van Buren Township 
was assisted by Belleville and Sumpter 
Township fire departments. The barn and 
travel trailer were complete losses, he said. 

Chief MclInally said after the fire as the 


firefighters were returning to the station, 
they got a call from Haggerty Road just 
around the corner from the Bemis Road 
fire. He said the homeowner on Haggerty 
found his gas meter on fire, but he turned 
off the gas, and the fire went out.

Court Watching: 
Ayden Clark bound 


over to circuit court 
for methamphetamine

After a lengthy preliminary exam on 
Feb. 21 before 34 District Court Judge 
Lisa Martin, Ayden Tyeler Clark, 29, of 
Van Buren Township was bound over to 
circuit court on a charge of possession of 


methamphetamine on Dec. 30, 2021 in the 
city of Belleville. 

His arraignment on the information was 
March 6 at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice. A calendar conference was set for 
March 27. 

First witness at the exam was Belleville 
Police Sgt. Todd Schrecengost who 
testified he was out on patrol alone at 2 
a.m. when he saw a car with headlights 
on running while parked in the 300 block 
of Main Street with what appeared to be a 
person slumped over the wheel. 

He said he went around the block and 
came up behind the car to check it out. He 
said the Impala had tinted windows, but he 
could see the individual was hunched over 
to the right and wasn’t moving. He said 
he knocked on the window and shined the 
flashlight inside through the side window 
and windshield but could get no response. 

Sgt. Schrecengost said the city had had 
some drug overdoses over the past few 
years and he didn’t know if the individual 
was sleeping, intoxicated, or overdosed. 
He radioed two other officers on duty for 
backup and they came and one picked up 
a Slim Jim to open the driver’s door. They 
found a man in the driver’s seat in a hoodie 
sweatshirt, sleeping or unconscious. 

Sgt. Schrecengost said he yelled “Hey, 
hey” and shook the man’s shoulder and 
he didn’t wake up so he testified that he 
suspected an overdose of some type. He 
said the man, later identified as defendant 
Clark, finally mumbled, “I’m good. Come 
on, honey.” 

When he awoke in the cold night air, he 
was lethargic, disoriented, and confused, 
Sgt. Schrecengost said, adding it was 
10 degrees that night. Sgt. Schrecengost 
testified he said to him, “It’s the police” and 
Clark replied, “Aw, shit.” He testified he 
got him out of the car and detained him in 
the back seat of his patrol car in handcuffs. 

Clark’s car was searched because it was 
going to be towed and Sgt. Schrecengost

said he watched Officer Chad Adam 
remove a jar of marijuana from an Ann 
Arbor dispensary and a small Tupperware 
container with a white crystalline substance 
inside, which Sgt. Schrecengost testified 
he believed to be methamphetamine.
